borers may have been paid in pur- 
suance of an offer or solicitation .if 
employment, and in violation of the 
provisions of the act of 1903. th'J; 
would not render the aliens them- 
selves liable t.i exclusion as this act 
did not contai'i any provision exclud- 
ing from admission aliens whose pas- 
sage money had been paid in viola- 
tion of its provisions. 


"The attorney-general holds, in ef-
